Canada’s imports of fruit and vegetables 
from the United States have again been un- 
der discussion in Parliament. The Conser- 
vative leader suggests that the United States 
is dictating Canada's trade policy in this 
matter. 

The fact is that Canada has a trade agree- 
ment with the United States and that the 
United States has consented to the varying 
of that agreement as a war measure by the 
imposition of’ Canadian embargoes on cer- 
tain of its industria! products. But if fruit 
and vegetable importations are subjected to 
new restrictions, there at once arises the 
question of United States restrictions upon 
the importation ef Canadian cattle. Mr. 
lisley points out that Canada cannot afford 
to lose its cattle export trade. : 

In every trade arrangement, the policy 
of each participating nation is, to a degree, 
made by the other. Canada’s policy is made 
in Washington to the extent that Washing- 
ton says what concessions it will make. The 
United States policy is made at Ottawa to 
the extent that Ottawa says what conces- 
sions Canada will make. In the present in- 
stance, the United States concedes a cattle 
market and Canada concedes a fruit and 
vegetable market. The nations trade tariff 
concessions in order: that they may trade 
products, In the present instance, a group 
of agriculturists in the United States benefit 
by selling their friut and vegetables here, 
while a group- of Canadian- agriculturists 
benefit by selling their cattle in the tSates.
